Immediate Repair 
Sought On Road 80 


At the request of Everglades 
Commissioner Paul Rardin, the 


County Commission Monday adopt- 


ed a resolution urging the State 
Road Department to take imme- 
diate steps to widen and. repair 
State Rd. 80, the cross-state high- 
way from West Palm Beach. 

The resolution particularly gall- 
ed for resurfacing with slag of a 
four-mile stretch from Loxa- 
hatchee west to Twenty Mile Bend, 
which Rardin and Vice-Chairman 
Lake Lytal described as in “ter- 
rible condition and precarious t> 
driving.” Emergency action was 
urged to bring about quick repaira. 

At the same time, Rardin pro- 
posed that the commissioners gi 
on record as asking the State Road 
Dept. to increase ‘the present 
width of the highway from 18 to 
24 feet, by adding three feet ad- 
ditional on each side, from Park 
Ave., West Palm Beach, to Twen- 
ty-Mile bend. 

Rardin told the board that there 
is a 100-foot right-of-way for State 
Rd. 80 and no property would have 
to be acquired to carry out the 
project. He said, experiences hat 
proven that a re-tread job on the 
road would be more efficient and 
less costly than disturbing the 
Present road base.
